appurtenances and furniturc of a Railroad. And tho said
Company is authorized and empowered to extend, in like
manner, such railread from the village of Taylor'’s Falls to
such point as they may deem proper on the line which may
he adopted and established by the “ Minnesota and Nerth-
western Railroad Company,” as the line of their road, and’
also in case said line of the Minnesota and Northwestern
Railroad be not established within the time and according to
the provisions of '* Anr act granting an extension of time to the
Minnggota and Northwestern Railroad Company, and for other
purposes,” approved March 1st, A.D. 1856, then gaid Company
are hereby authorized to extend in like manner such Railroad,
to such point as they may deem proper on the Bay of St. Louis,
in the Territory of Minnesota, at the head of ELake Superior,
(said Bay being bounded on the East and Northreast by Min-
nesota Point.)

full and proper compensation thereof shall be made by said
Corporation to the owner or owners thereof, which compen-
sation shall be ascertained and determined in the following
manner :—The said party or parties interested may present
to a courtin the county in which the lands or real estate pro-

lands or interest in lands to be taken for the use of said
Company. Such oath may be taken before any officer au-
thorized by law to administer oaths. Whenever the place
of any Commissioner shall become vacant the Court may,
upon Auch notice to the parties ag he may prescribe, and by like
order supply the place by the appointment of another per-
gon ag such Commissioner, who sghall be in like manner
served with a copy of the order appointing him, and take
like oath. The Commissioners shall meet at the time and
place specificd in the order appointing them, and the order
supplying any vacancy in such commisgion.

Whenever a majority of such
peraons shall have met, they shall by resolutions determine
to accept or reject this charter, and notify the Secretary of
the Territory thereof. If they shall determine to accept thia
charter, they shall appoint three or more of their number,
and such other person or persons as they may deem proper,
a8 agents or commigsionera to reccive subseriptions to the
stock of this corporation, and direct the times and places when
and where the books for receiving the said subscriptions will be
opencd, and such books may be opened by different agents or
Commigsioners, at different places ot the same time. Every
person who shall subscribe for any stock of this Corporation
shall at the time of subscribing, pay to the agents or Com-
migsioners five per cent. on the amount of atock so sub-
scribed.

Skc. 7. Whenever Five Hundred Thousand Dollars shall
have been so subscribed to the atock of this Corporation, and
five per cent. thercon paid as aforesaid, the stockholders
shall meet in person or by proxy at such time and place as
the holders of a majority of the stock shall prescribe, and
proceed to elect twelve Directors from among the stockhold-
ers, cach share of stock being entitled to one vote by the
holder thereof, which shall be cast in person or by proxy.
The directors shall clect one of their number to be President
of the board ef -directors, and he shall preside at all meetings
thercof at which he shall be present.  The dircctors shall
also elect one of their number a Vice President, who shall
preside in the absence of the President.  The Directors shall
algo elect some suitable and competent person to be Secre-
tary. They shall also clect a Trensurer, who shall give secu-
rity for the safe keeping and payment of the moncys of the
Company-as the Dircctors s]mﬁ requnire. At s mecting of the
Directors seven shall form o querwna for the transaction of

gtruct or impede the navigation of any navigable stream.
And the said corporation is hereby authorized to contract
with any other Railroad Company, or corporation, with whose
road their road may come in contact, for the crossing or con-
nection of such road and for the joint use thereof,

8rc. 11, Every track of said Railroad shall be laid with
the “H” or “T ¥ rail, of not less than sixty pounds per yard
lineal, and all the engines, cars and other furniture shall be
well made, of pood material, and of approved form and kind,
equal in quality to those of the best equipped and furnished
Railroads in the United States.

Sec. 12, If any person shall wilfully obstruct, or in any
way injure, spoil or destroy the said Railroad, or any
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part of said Railroad, or anything affixed or appurtenant
thereto, and necessary and convenient for the free and safe
nge, or any of the materialg for the construction thereof,
or any building, fixture, or other structure, or any car-
riago, engine or car erected or kept for the use thereof,
such person shall be deemed guilty of a misdemcanor, and lia-
ble to be indicted and punished therefor by imprisonmentin the
Territorial Prison for not more than ten years, and for not less
than five years, and heshall also be liable to pay the Company
twice the amount of the damages occarioned thereby. Andin
cage the death of any person shall be produced by, or in conse-
quence, of any wilful or malicicus obstruction or injury to the
said Railroad, or to any engine or car thereon, the person who
shall so obstruct or injurc the ssid Railroad, or car or engine
thereon, shall be decmed guilty of murder in the second
degree.
